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County offering 
‘50 cents on the dollar’ 

The County of Simcoe is hoping to eliminate a long¬ 
term liability, by offering several municipalities a cash 
settlement for their landfill sites - at a rate equivalent to 50 
cents on the dollar. 

In 1990, Simcoe County took over responsibility for solid 
waste management, and assumed ownership of 7 active 
landfill sites, including the West Gwillimbury site. 

Initially, the County refused to compensate the 
municipalities for their dump sites - but after a decision by 
the Ontario Municipal Board, agreed to pay. The negotiated 
settlements were applied as credits on future tipping fees, 
in Bradford West Gwillimbury reducing the fees by 20%. 

Now, 25 years after it assumed ownership of the landfills, 
the County still owes 6 of the 7 lower tier municipalities 
millions of dollars - $17.34 million at the end of 2013. 

Bradford West Gwillimbury’s initial setdement came to 
about $5,945 million; after 25 years of tipping fee credits, the 
County has repaid $1,979 million, leaving an outstanding 
balance of nearly $3,966, as of December 31,2014. 

At that rate, it will take the County at least another 47 
years to fully discharge the amount owing. 

In July 2014, the County of Simcoe proposed a cash 
settlement. The lower tier municipalities would receive 
amounts ranging from $141,954 paid to Severn, to 
$2,010,684, for Clearview. Bradford West Gwillimbury 
would receive about $1,965 million - and the County would 
save nearly $10 million, in the long run. 

A report to Council on February 17 suggested that if the 
Town chooses to accept the buy-out, the money could be 
applied to the cost of renovations that transformed the 
old Bradford library into the BWG Family Health Centre, 
eliminating the need for long-term debt. 

"Do we want to take the County’s offer?” asked Mayor Rob 
Keffer. “If we do take that offer, where do we want that offer 
to go?” Mayor Keffer, who sits on County Council urged his 
Council to reject the buy-out. “I’m not in favour. It’s sort 
of 50 cents on the dollar... I think there's a possibility they 
would be willing to sweeten the deal.” 

“I’d like to see them get closer to the $4 million (still 
outstanding),” agreed Councillor Peter Dykie Jr. “I think 
they have to better their offer... I think we should stick to 
our guns and try to get a better deal.” 

He also suggested that Council hold a workshop to 
determine where the money should go - noting that the
